NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 27th December, 2007 

S.O. 2188(E).—Whereas the Bombay Dock Labour Board Bombay, was facing financial stringency for the last 
several years and was unable to pay wages to its employees and registered workers; 

And whereas after considered various aspects, the Central Government was of the opinion that a grave financial 
emergency existed due to which the Board was unable to perform its functions; 

And whereas in exercise of the power under clause (a) of sub-section (I) of Section 6B of the Dock Workers 
(Regulation of Employment) Act, 1948 (9 of 1948), the Central Government superseded the said Board for a period of one 
year, vide the notification ofthe Government of India in the erstwhile Ministry of Surface Transport number S.O. 204 (E), 
dated the 25th February, 1994 and during the period of supersession, the powers and functions ofthe said Board w'ere 
vested in the Chairman, Bombay Port Trust, Bombay; 

And whereas the Central Government has from time to time, extended the period of supperession for a further 
period of one year vide notification ofthe Government of India in the— 

(i) erstwhile Ministry of Surface Transport, number S.O. 113 (E), dated the 2nd September, 1995, number 
S.O. 892 (E), dated the 23 rd December, 1996, number S.O. 925 (E), dated the 30th December, 1997; number 
S.O. 1114(E), dated the 24th December, i 998 and number S.O. 1252 (E) dated the 20th December. 1999; 

(ii) erstwhile Ministry of Shinning, number S.O. 1161 (F.), dated the 26th December, 2000; number S.O. 4 (E). dated 
31st December 2001, number S.O. 1392 (E), dated 31st December, 2002 and number S.O. 1467 (E), dated 
the 26th December, 2003 and 

(iii) Ministry of Shipping, Road Transport and Highways, number S.O. 1374 (E), dated the 13th December, 2004, 
number S.O. 1819 (E). dated the 27th December, 2005 and number S.O. 2150 (E), dated the 26th December, 
2006; 

And whereas the period of supersession so extended expires on the 31st December, 2007. 

And whereas the Central Government considers it necessary to extend the period of supersession for a further 
period of one year; 

2. Now, therefore, in exercise ofthe powers conferred by clause (a) of sub-section (3) of Section 6B of the said 
Act, the Central Government hereby further extends the period of supersession ofthe Board upto the 31 st December, 2008 
or the date of coming into force of the merger of Bombay Dock Eabour Board with Mumbai Port Trust, Whichever is earlier, 
and till such time, all the powers and functions that may be exercised or performed by the said Board shall be exercised or 
performed by the Chairman, Mumbai Port Trust, Mumbai.
